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Claims 1-25 are pending in the application. 

In reply to the election of species requirement set forth in the Office Action of 
December 21 , 2005, applicants elect Species A for prosecution on the merits, drawn to 
a method of making a transreflector from a transparent substrate comprising applying a 
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reflective coating to one side of the substrate and forming optical shapes, on which 
claims 1-10 and 12-19 read. 

In view of the foregoing, further and favorable consideration of the elected claims 
is respectfully requested.
